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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. §1.111 

The November 3, 2004 Official Action has been 
carefully reviewed. In view of the following remarks and the 
submission of a new sequence listing, favorable 
reconsideration and allowance of this application are 
respectfully requested. 

At the outset, it is noted that a shortened, 
statutory response period of three (3) months was set in the 
November 3, 2004 Official Action.
